“ Are we out of the Woods! 


Ir is to be feared that friends in America are, 
in military parlance, ‘cheering before they are 
out of the wood.” It is all very well that they 
should be in high spirits and full of hope. But 
an accurate admeasurement of what is done and 
what is not,—a cold, scientific estimate of where 
they are and the machinery which is still to be 
used against them,—is what a good Adjutant- 
General would like to see lying on the table of 
his Office, and his General-in-Chief refer to as one 
of the natural elements of success. 

Friends say, that “the great work of liberation, 
thank God, is substantially done.” Great cause 
for thankfulness, no doubt, that it has got so far 
as it has. But has it got to the end, or near to 
the end; and do not, humanly speaking, the 
chances of some most sorrowful winding up, if 
the art of men can compass it, appear to grow? 
In one sense the end may be sure ; but how much 
is still left, for faith and patience to work upon? 

“Thank God, we live to feel that Slavery is 
ended.” But ts 7¢ ended? Where is it ended? 
What are the tokens of its being ended? A thing 
cannot be ended where it never was; and where 
it always was, what has being done towards end- 





ing it? It is true there was a Proclamation, a 
thing never meant but to ensnare,* in short the 
shabbiest and most disgraceful thing as it has 
turned out, that official man ever shamed himself 
withal.

That there will be no more “fugitive-slave-laws,” 
depends on how far the South will stand out up- 
on that article, when the time for patching up a 
peace with the beaten, comes. 

The simple truth is, that the animus of the 
Northern States is to be beaten. Let there be no 
mistake on this head, or any supposition that it is 
meant to impute slackness to the friends of jus- 
tice, according to their means. They muy be an- 
gels; but they are limitary cherubs. By animus 
is meant the aggregate or compound mind; and 
that, there is sad reason to believe, is for reward- 
ing rebellion with success, as evidenced by the 
fact of a government being able to eschew the 
rational means, and throw away the life-blood of 
the citizens on all manner of false issues. 

Again,—instead of the things affirmed to be an-

Where is the “free labour” that was not be- 
fore? In what corner of the land has the gov- 
ernment authorized, or protected, or given decent

A member of the lower House, from Vir- 
ginia, had recently died. With this gentle- 
man Randolph was on very friendly terms. 
His successor was elected in part, as was said, 
from his holding up the idea, that if elected, 
he would “chastise John Randolph into his 
senses.” This braggart had been in his seat 
but a few days, when he sought to redeem his 
pledge by making a furious attack on the gen- 
tleman from Roanoke. He was in the full 
tide of angry declamation when the object of 
his abuse entered the House. On taking his 
seat he barely looked at the speaker, and then 
began a hasty perusal of the newspapers and 
documents on his desk. All expected a reply, 
and rare sport as a matter of course, but they 
were, for that time, disappointed.

MODE OF RECONSTRUCTION, 


Views of Robert Dale Owen. 





The N. Y. Tribune, notwithstanding its declar- 
ed aversion toa discussion of the conditions of 
Reconstruction, occupies towards five columns of 
its daily issue of Sept. 3, with a letter of Robert 
Dale Owen, to Secretary Seward, on that subject, 
adding, in another column, an editoral notice of 
the same, declaring it to be “a subject of great 
interest and importance.’’ So the discussion, after 
all, is to go forward, and is not entirely excluded 
from the Tribune. 


The letter is called forth by the following ex- 
tract from Mr. Seward’s letter to Mr. Dayton, 
Minister at Paris, under date of Feb. 6, 1863: 

“It is true, indeed, that peace must come, some time, 
and that conferences must attend, if they are not al- 
lowed to precede, the pacification. There is, however, 
a better form for such conferences than the one which 
M. Drouyn de Lhuys suggests. The latter would be 
palpably in derogation of the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States, and would carry no weight, because des- 
titute of the sanction necessary to bind either the 
loyal or disloyal portions of the people, ae 

“On the other hand, the Congress of the United 
States furnishes a constitutional forum f@r delegates 
between the alienated parties. Senators and Repre- 
sentatives from the loyal people are there always, fully 
empowered to confer, aud seats are also vacant, in- 
viting the Senators and Representatives of the dis- 
contented party who may be constitutionally sent there, 
from the S:ates involved in the insurrection.” 


The letter of Mr. Owen presents a different 
view, and closes with a recapitulation of his posi- 
tions and the conclusions reached by him, as fol- 
lows : 

‘Assuming, what seems probable, that we shall 
remain victors in this war, suffer me, in ,conelu- 
sion, briefly to group together the main positions 
that have been advanced. E 

The inhabitants of the insurrectionary States 
have, at present, no constitutional right to elect a 





member to Congress. , 


rHE 


We, the inhabitants of the non-insurrectionary 
States, may, by law, restore to them that right; 


and With us it rests to decide upon what condi- 
tions it shall be restored. 


The preliminary condition ought to be some 
sufficient guaranty that the Emancipation [’roc- 
lamation shall never be repudiated, and that, the 
Institution of Slavery shall never again, in any 


ae the insurrectionary territory, be re- 
Vived. 


Our own national faith, already pledged before 
the world, to three millions of suffering people, 
demands, this. The law of nations permits and 
enjorns it. We had a right, by that law, to des- 
troy slave-property belonging to a public enemy. 
It was a national duty to destroy property so 
dangerous, in order to render that enemy “‘in- 


capable of doing mischief with the same ease in 
future.” 


_ We offended against no principle of humanity 
in destroying this property ; in other words, in 


canceling life-long claims to service or labor. 


The inhumanity would have been to refrain from 
canceling them. 

Nor do we actually harm the slave-claimant 
by canceling his claims. In point of fact, it is 
greatly to his advantage, socially and pecuniarily, 
to be without them. Are we impertinently inter- 
fering in his business—arrogantly and improper- 
ly assuming to judge what is best for him—when 
we determine this? Not at all. The business is 
emphatically our own ; for it intimately concerns 
our national safety. In deciding it as we see fit, 
there is neither impropriety nor arrogance, but 
proper precaution, and prudent foresight. If he 
had refrained from levying war against his Gov- 
ernment, he would have had the undoubted right 
to judge and to act in this affair. As it is, he has 
lost it; and we have now the right, and the pow- 
er, to decide the matter; not he. 

Before the vacant chairs in Congress are filled, 
let us make the decision. Failing in this high 


duty, we sacrifice at once the Public Honor and 
the Public Safety.” 


All this goes upon the assumption that a por- 
tion of “the people of the United States” are 
‘property /” 

The arguments by which Mr. Owen fortifies 
the preceeding positions, are much the same as 
those adduced by Mr. William Whiting, publish- 
ed and commented upon in the Principia of 
Aug 23. 

Such arguments ignore the fundamental obliga- 
tions resting on all civil goverments to secure the 
inalienable rights of all their subjects, as was 
affirmed in our Declaration of Independence, and 
was repeated in the l’reamble of the Constitution, 
as its grand objects. Ignoring these, Mr. Owen, 
like Mr. Whiting, finds himself under a necessity 
of proving that the rebel States lost their sovere- 
ign independent right to chattlelize the people of 
the United States, by their rebellion against a 
government that—unlike all other governments— 
was clothed with no right of protection, the con- 
comitant and sequence of allegiance! And so the 
right of the nation to be a free nation, and of its 
government to be a free government, is made to 
hinge upon occult questions of international 
law, the rights of conquered belligerents--intricate 
and contested questions, on which high authori- 
ties can be quoted on both sides, as was done in 
the discussions of the last Congress, with no pros- 
pect of arriving at any common and satisfactory 
conclusion. 

We object to all this, as befogging and com- 
plicating the discussion, and staking the tremen 
dous issue upon premises of questionable sound- 
ness, besides being inopportune to our present 
condition, in éiis (as before noticed) that it denies 
to the loyal people of the rebel States, black and 
white, any better or other legal status than that 
of the rebels! How an equitable *‘Reconstrue- 
tion” excluding slavery, is to be had, upon such 
a basis, does not clearly appear. If the loyalists 
of the South, as well as the rebels, have forfeited

very. How shall they be persuaded to subinit to 
the degradation of such an inequality of “State 
Rights” ? 
sion, shall “the Union” be preserved from the 
shame, the guilt, and the disturbance of future 
wars of rebellion growing out of the slavery of 
the now “loyal” border States, and of the other 
States that may choose to exercise their conceded 
Constitutional “state righ® of slaveholding, when 
the copperheads of Indiana and ilinois, shall 
have been re-enforced by immigrations of mal- 
contents from the now rebel states and their sym- 
pathisers from New York City and from all the 
non-slaveholding States? 

So long as slavery remains in any of the states, 
nay, so long as the Constitutional “State Right” 
of slaveholding continues to be conceded, or is 
not explicitly and practically denied, just so long 
wil! the roots of the old cancer remain, ensuring 
a future eruption from the outgrowth. 

Why cannot Mr. Owen, perceive that his pro 
posed remedy contains the roots of the evils he 
would eradicate? Why, (to use his own lan- 
guage) can he not see “the iniquity” as well as 
“the folly” of such an expedient? What moral 
right has the nation to tolerate slavery in one 
section of its territory, more than in another sec- 
tion? Or how, in the exercise of “common sense” 
can it adopt the policy of doing so? 

It is slaveholding, not the slaveholding of rebels, 
that, for three quarters ofa century past, has 
been rolling up this avalanche of destruction and 
desolation for our shoulders, which we are now 
groaning under, and struggling, like Sampson, in 
his blindness, to remove. What boots it to stipu- 
late that, in the future, as in the past, loyal citi- 
zens and loyal States only, shall be permitted to 
roll up such avalanches for us? 

Slavery, itself, is rebellion against freedom, 
Why dream of securing free institutions in the 
presence and by the tolerance of slavery ? 


Or how, in case of their quiet submis- 


Instead of wearying himself to elaborate pro- 
positions not dikely to be adopted, and which, if 
adopted, could only afford tempory relief, why 
could not Mr. Owen strike, directly, at the root of 
the evil? Why not plant himself upon the self- 
evident truths of our immortal Declaration, and 
upon our great Charter, the Constitution, expound- 
ed in the light of its glorious Preamble, and in 
the use of the legal rules of interpretation that 
are authoritative on all other legal questions, de- 
clare the whole truth, that there can be no “State 
Right” to maintain slavery, and that the Constitu- 
tion imperatively demands its national suppression, 
whether in peace or in war, whether in loyal or 
disloyal States? His argument would then stand 
on a firm moral, logical, and constitutional basis 
and would commend itself to Mr. Seward, who 
knows the whole truth on this subject, as thorough- 
ly as any man living, and only lacks the moral 








courage and honesty to avgw it.

By so doing, Mr. Owen could have brought 
himself into harmony with himself, and his argu- 
ment into or onto the track of his object. As it is, 
he has done neither.

“I desire, as you do, to see the vacant chairs in’ 
Congress filled. I desire to see them filled, as you 
fave expressed it, by those who may be consti- 
tutionally sent there.

“A prosecuting oflicer, (Dr. Adams, says.) who 
had six or eight counties in his district, told me 
that, during eight years service, he had made out 
about fo thousand bills of indietment, of which 
not more than twelve were against colored per- 
sons.” 

In the Southern Rights Convention at Balti- 
more, held June 8th 1860, a resolution was adopt- 
ed, calling on the legislature to pass a law driv- 
ing the free colored people out of the State. The 
argument was that it would not be safe to let the 
example of industrious and prosperous free ne- 
groes be seen by the negroes in slavery ; it would 
make them discontented. Judge Mason argued 
that “it was the thrifty and well to do free ne- 
groes that were seen by the slaves, that made 
them dissatisfied.” It was argued that the free 
colored people must bo driven out to make the 
slave’s obedience more secure. But the project 
did not succeed. The non-slayeholder interfered, 
and declared that the free colored population 
could not be spared—and, for once, they carried 
their point, against tho slaveholders. 

But when asimilar effort was made in Ten- 
nessee, Judge Catron, of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, opposed the driving out of the 
colored people. He said, they were among the 
best mechanics, the best artisans, and the most 
industrious laborers in the State, and that to drive 
them out would be an injury to the State it- 
self, 

They not only take care of the State, but of 
their own masters ; and in like manner the slaves, 


even in their slavery, are the back bone of the

Late adviees from General Burnside’s column 
show that at the time it was reported to be at 
Kinston, it had advanced in reality but a few 
miles south of the Kentucky line. At this time, 
however, it is supposed to be at Clinch river.

A resolution was passed, inviting the Union men 
of Kansas to send uw delegation to Washington, in 
conjunction with the Committee appointed by the 
Convention, 

Ilenry A. Clover of St. Louis, Arnold Krekle 
of St. Charles, and David Wagner of Lewis Coun- 
ty, were nominated by acclamation for Judges of 
the Supreme Court. 

A resvlution was adopted instructing the State 
executive Committee of the Emancipation party to 
prepare and publish an address, calling upon the 
people to form State organizations to give direc- 
tion, efficacy, and power to the radical reforms 
in our Federal relations.

The Negroes of Louisiana.—/mportant 
Order of General Banks. — We find in the New- 
Orleans Ara of the 27th ult. an order of General 
Banks appomtiog Colonel Jobn S. Clarke, Major 
b. Bush Plumley and Colonel George H. Hanks 
a commission to regulate the enrolment, recruiting, 
employment and education of persons of color. 
All questions coneerning the enlistment of troops 
for the Corps d‘ Afrique, the regulation of labor 
or the government and education of negroes, will 
be reterred to the decision of this commission, 
subject to the approval of the commanding Gen- 
eral of the department. The order also directs: 

“The Provost-Marshal General will cause to be 
enrolled all able-bodied men of color in accordance 
with the law of conscription, and such numbers 
us may be required for the military defence of 
the department, equally apportioned to the dif- 
ferent parishes, will be enlisted for military ser- 
vice under such regulations as the commission 
may adopt. Certificates of exemption will be 








furnished to those not enlisted, protecting them 
from arrest or other interference, except for 
crime. 
“Unemployed persons of color, vagrants and 
camp loaters, will be arrested and employed upon 
the public works, by the provost-marshal’s de- 
partment, without other pay than their rations 
and clothing. 
“Arrests of persons and seizures of property 
will not be made by colored soldiers, nor will 
they be charged with the custody of persons or 
property, except when under the command and 
accompanied by duly authorized officers. 
“Auy injury or wrong done to the family of 
any soldier, on account of his being engaged in 
military service, will be summarily punished. 

‘As far as practicable, the labor of persons not 
adapted to military service, will be provided in 
substitution for that of enlisted men.“ 


What Gen. Grant Says.—We learn that 
the President has recieved a letter from General 
Grant, in which he not only pledges himself to 
aid Adjutant-General Thomas in his labors, but 
also heartily endorses the emancipation proclama- 
tion and the raising of colored troops, and ear- 
nestly expresses the opinion that, with the latter, 
great results can be attained. For a distance of 
ten or fifteen miles on both sides of the Mississippi, 
nearly all the slaves have been run off into the 
interior by the Rebel planters. Gen. Grant has 
sent out two expeditions for the purpose of lib- 
erating such slaves as can be found, and to spread 
the glad tidings amongst those still in bondage.

It is said, that Lord Clarendon had 
arrived in that city, and was to warn Maximillian, 
in the name of Evgland, of the dangers of the 
Mexican situation. 


Important from Japan.—Ilostilities 
against England and America commenced. 

By telegraph from San Francisco we have im- 
portant news from Japan. The English ship, Me- 
dusa, bound from Nongasadi to Kagasaki, by the 
Island passage, was, on the 15th of July, attacked 
by some forts and vessels that had previously 
fired on the American ship Pembroke. On the 
20th, the American steamer, Wyoming arrived at 
Kanagawa from a trip to punish the damio, whose 
vessels and forts fired on the Pembroke. The 
Wyoming reports having blown up the Japanese 
steamer Saucefield, silenced nearly all the neigh 
boring forts, and left the Japanese steamer Lan- 
eek in a sinking condition. The Pembroke had 
since arrived at Shanghai. The Wyoming re- 
ceived twenty shots, and had five men killed and 
six wounded. The Medusa received twenty-four 
shots, and was much injured. The batteries hay- 
ing again fired upon the British steamer Tancredi, 
they were bombarded for three hours by that 
vessel and the Semiramis, and then one hundred 
and fifty-three British troops were landed who 
destroyed the forts, batteries, and the town, spiked 
the guns, blew up the powder magazine, and a. 
the village. But little fight was shown by the 
Japanese after being shelled out of the forts, and 
what they - do aa from behind trees and jut-
